aum of $28,799 51 1-2 for vietaathag State prisoners 5 which sam is a clear loss to 
the community ; whereas. if the State prisoners, who were thus fattening on/the pub- 
lic expense and wallowing in ulleuess, had been confined in a penitentiary, under a 
wholesome regimen, they might not only bave made their expenses by labor, but 
have yielded a profit to the State. | 

The penitentiary system recommends itself in another and not less striking point of 
view. By the effects of this sistem, the condition of the unfortunate individuals

Mr Bridges, from the special committee to which was réfered a resolu- 


tion of the Senate, submitted the following réeport : ° 

_ The special couimittee whose duty it has been made by a resolution of the Senate, to 
inquire into the expediency of selling the lands “granted..to the State, in the vicinity of 
Cahawba, for the Seat of Government, ang of remuneratng purchasers of lots in the 
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town of Cahaweba; out of the funds arising from auch sale, report: That upon the firgt 
propess tion contained in the resolution, that of selling the land, the committee are of 
opinion that the land in itspresent situation, is of but little value to the State. It has yield- 
ed but a small sum annually to the seat of government fund for several years past, and 
which in future wil more probably be drminished than increased; and the prospect of any 
future enhanced value to the lands, is so very remote th.t the committee believe it to be- 

` the best policy to cause the lands to be sold and converted into mesns more available- 
The second proposition contained in the resolution is, the propriety of remunerating the 
purchasers of lots in the town of Cabawba Upon this subject the committee believe 
that the purchases were made under the delusive hope that an interest in the permanent 
seat of sovERSMENT was ther.by acquired; and that these expectations were excited by 
the pledges then given, by the constituted authorities of the country, given doubtless un- 
der the most honest belief that the pledges would be redeemed with fidelity on the part 
of the government. That contracts were made under the influence of these high expec- 
tations, we need only refer to the prices which were given for lots, and which at this 
time could not be estimated to be worth two për cent upon the amount of money for 
which they at that time sold. 

At the first sale of lots in that town, in May 1819, one hundred and eigty-two lots were 
sold for the erormous sunrb oné hundred and twenty-three thousand eight hundred and 
fii v-s x dollars, about forty thousand of whch was paid into the treasury at that time, a 
sum (it is believed} far above the in’rinsic value of the whole 1620 acres, which was 
granted to the State at that place. 

There is at this time upwards of 68,600 dellars vested in the State Bank, as the seat of 

government fund, which bas been paid by the purchasers :f lots at Cakawha, and the 
consideration for which it was given your committee believe has substantially failed It 
must, however, be admitted, that the depreciated value of town property at Cahawba 
may be attributed to other causes in some deer-e, beside the removal of the seat of go- 
verniment from that place, anil to the extent of winch the State cannot be responsible But 
it is bel eved the purchasers are rightfully entitled to reparation to the amount of damages. 
which they have sustained in the diminished value of their town lots, consequent upon the 
removal of the seat of rovernment. 
_ fhe committee beleve moreover, that the jus.ice of th’s claim of the purchasers, for ree 
muneration, has been conceded on the part of the Legislature; for at the session of 
28 Git was resolved that comm ssioners should be appoint: d, men of their own choice 
selected for their known qal-fications, w'iose-duty if was to examine and report to the 
succeeding Legislature, the amount of damages sustamed by the individual purchasers 
of lots in Cahawba by the removal.of the seat df governinent The commissioners in 
pursuance of an act of the Legis ature proceeded to the discharge of the duties assigned 
ed them, and rep sted the result of their examination to the sucqeding Legislature, and 
here the matter has since rested. | ae 

The Legislature seglected to redeem the pledge it had given, by resolving, that the 
petitioners were entitled to some relef; the petitioners, weared by the tardy hand of the 
government in extending the relief asked for, und the justice of which they conceive . 
the Staie to have conceded, have subsequently sought redress in the courts of the coun- 
try; and suits are now peading inthe Supreme Court against the State for the recovery - 
of that which the individuals are claiming upon principles of eqinty. Thus is created 
Heer the State and sts citizens, the unpleasant and odious relation of plaintiff ané de- 
fendant, ' 

“ft is believed te be incompatible with the dignity and character of this government, as 
well as with correct and fib-ral pokcy, to rely upon legal and technical rules of courts, for 
its justification, in the adjustment of individual claims for redresss of injuries inflicted 
by its own operation. i 

These are some of the reasons which have brought the committee to the conclusion 
that the individual holders of Tots, purchased at the first sale in the “town of C-hawba, 
who were owners at the time of the removal of the seat of government from that pluce, 
have just claims to remuneration: and that those claims ought to be promptly and equi- 
tably adjusted, and for that purpose they have directed nie to report a bill to be en itled 
‘an act forthe relief of holders of lots. purchased at the first sale of lots in the town of

‘The following commanication was received from the Governor, by James 
I. Thornton, Esq. 

Executive Départsent, Tuscaloosa, December 20, 1830. 
The Hon. President and Members of the Senate: i 

Gentlemen: [ herewith transnrt you a communication fiom the Adjutant and In- 
spector General of the State 5 as also one from Major General John Brahan of the 
ist division, suggesting certain ‘modifiations in the militia laws of the State. ` 

That our laws need revision in many particalars relative to the militia, in order to 
render that force efficient, and to constitute it what it is nominally called, the power- 
ful arm of defence and protection, cannot admit of a doubt. . 

It must also be evident, that our State has sustained a great loss in the just propor- 
tion of arms to which she is entitled, by our owe omission and neglect in furnishing 
the correct returns of the actwal military strength and condition of our-State. Great 
and powerful as may be the ingredient of thorough discipline in constituting the 
militia of the country, tte great bulwark of her defence, yet E humbly concive, that 
itis much more important that arms should be placed in the hands of every militia- 
man. Ltherefore, submit to your legislative consideration, the propriety of such 
enactments as will be certain to coerce complete returds of the actual strength and 
condition of the militia, together with other provisions of a character calenfated to 
effectuate the objects cantemplated by the communications herewith transmitted, 

I again submit to voar wisdom, whether the present salary allowed for the-impor- 
tant, responsible and arduous doties required to be performed by the Adjutant and 
Inspector General, can be viewed as an adequare compensation for that officer, Fam 
with regard, your most obedient servant GABRIEL MOORE,

Tuesday, Dec 21, 1830.—The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

- Mr Crawford presented the following document to be spread upon the 
journals of the Senate: a 

The undersigned, haviug voled in the minority on the final passage of a bill to be 
entitléd an act making further regulations for selling the Uuiversity lands, avail theme 
selves of their constitutional right of spreading the reasons of their dissent upon the 
Journals of the Senate. - , ao oo’ 

The undersigned are not disposed to permit the pleasing guise of * Making further 
yegulations for selllog the University lands,” to allure them to adopt a measure without 

‘ examinmg its merits; nor the high wrought benevolence of the age to isterweave-a 
sys em of relief by which both princip.e and sound policy are to be sacrificed _ 

By a slight examination of this “ régulation’*-bill, it will be discovered that its“ res, 
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gulations” are to un-regulate the sale of all the University tands that have been sold at 
the prce of seventeen doliars per acre, and upwards; and that the title contains just 
honey enough to enable the Legislature to swallow the pil. 
The undersigned disclaim all wish or intention to ospress the purchasers of University 
lands. On the contrary, they are at all times willing to extend any relief in their power, 
. which will not jeopardize the prospertiy of the University. Ig the present case there 
arise® a qaestion of power, a question o! justice. and a question of expedienry. oe 
Upon the fir-t point, therefore. the power of the Legislature to pass a lew permittiag 
all purchasers of University lands, who bave contracted to pay seventeen dollars per 
acře, of upwards. without any respect to the amount which they bave paid, to relinquish 
such part of their purchases as thes may think proper, and apply the payments made thereon 
to the payment of the part retained the undersigned believe that the power does not exist. 
The Constitution of cur’ State has declared. in the 19th article of the bill of rights, that 
“ no ex post facto law, ner law impairing tbe obligation of contracts, shall be made.” 
If the sale of those lands by the University, to raise a fund for education. and the pur- 
chase of them by individuals with a full knowledge of that Fact, constitute a contract, 
alF-will admit that the Legislature possesses no power to alter or amend that contract 
without the consent of all the parties to that coptract. The Trustees of the Umversity 
of Alabama, have been, by an act of the General Assembly, created a body politic and. 
t corporate, in deed and in law, and made capable of contracting. Unless it can be shewn 
| that they have transcended their powers in making those coptracts, or that the Legis- 
' lature have retained to themselyes a supervising power over the acts of the Board of - 
Trustees, (nether of which is pretended.) the undersigned believe that the Legislature 
` possess no power to rigfz/e or set aside anv contract between the Trustees of the Uni- 
versity, is their corporate capacity, and the purchasers of University lands. ‘Still more 
forcibly will this reasoning appear, when we examine the subject a little further. Lhe 
lands which form the consideration of the contracts between the trustees of the Univers 
sity and the purchasers of those lands, are a donation given by the United States to the 
State of Alabama, forthe “ use o aseminary of learning,” and “to be appropriated 
so'ely to the use of such seminary.” This donation formed one of several propositions 
submitted by the United States to the State of Alabama, in the act of Congress entitled 
& An act to enable the people of the Alabama Territory to form a Constitution and State 
Government.” for their acceptance or rejection z and if accepted, to be obligatory on 
the United States. The convention called by said act of Congress did accept those 
Propositions; and by an ordina»ce attached to the Constitution of our State, declare 
that `* this convention for and in behalf of the people inbabiting this State, do“ acoept 
the.propositioas offered by the act of Congress under which they are assembled; and 
this ordinance 1s hereby declared to be irrevocable without the CONSENT of the Unit- ` 
ed States.” The acceptance of those propositions, aod the adoption of this ordinance, 
formed a compact between the United States and the State of Aiabama, which is binding 
and obligatory. By this act Alabama hecame bound to appropriate this donation ‘ solely” 
to “the use of a -eminary of learning.” For this purpose the said Convention intro- 
duced an article into our State Constitution upon the subject of educatien, in which it 
is declared, that “ the Genera! Assembly shall take measures for the improvement of 
such lands as have been, or mav be hereafter granted by the United States to this State, 
for the support of a seminary of learning; aad the moneys which may be raised from 
such lands by rent, lease, or sale or from any other quarter, for the purposes aforesaid, 
shail be and remain a fund for the exclusive support of a State University. for {he pro- 
motion of the arts, literature. and sciences; and it shall be the duty of the General 
‘Assembly, as early as may be, to provide effectual means for the improvement aud per- 
manent security of the funds and endowments of such institution.” Fer the purpose of 
carrying this provision of the Constitution into effect, the General Assembly, by an act 
approved December 24:b, 1822, have provided “*that the file af the lands which this 
State has received as a donation from the Congress of the United States, for a seminary 
of learning. be, and the same is hereby vested io the said trustees, and their succes- 
sors in office, to be appropriated in the mander hereinafter directed, to wit: The said 
Jands shall be sold at public auction. at such times and places as the said trustees shall 
direct, at a price noi less than seventeen dollars pef acre. Aud at the request of the 
State of Alabama, the éifJe for those lands have been made directly to the trustees of ihe 
Unıyersity. The patents have been issued by the President of the United States to the 
Trustees of the University of Alabama. in their corporate capacity, and their successors. 
From this view of the subject, which is undeniable, the undersigued believe that it must 
appear evident, that the Legislatura now possesses no power to pass any law violating or 
selling aside any contract between the trustees of the University, in their corporate 
Capacity, asd the purchasers of the Usiversity lands. The'passage of this bill the uno- 
dersigaéd believe to be a yidlation of 2 contract solemnly entered into between parties 
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capable of contracting, and who actually had contracted, the one to sell and convey, and 

the other to purchase those lands at particular prices. But the fu:ther that we proses ° 
cute this inqury, the mere clearly will the unconstitationality of this measure ap; ear. 
In the ovinion of the undersigned, it is a violation of the original compact betwéen the 
United States and the State of Alabama; and applying this munificent donation to ;-ur~ 
poses which the General Government never intended. The donation is given * for the. 
use of a seminary of learning,” and for that alone; ‘* and to. be appropriated ‘solely io 
such seminary by the said Legislature.” [See the act of Congress above specified, 
section 6.] By the avceptance of this-donation, the State of Alabama became solemnly 
bound to appropriate it to the purposes for which it was given, and to this alone; and 
have etigraftea itas a provision into their State Constitution. Must certainly, then. the 
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‘Legislature possess no power to apply the donation, or any of the moneys arising from 


_ those Jands, by rent, sale, or kase, to any other purpose than ‘‘ the support of a State 


Wniversiy.” If the Legislature po-sess the power to appropriate any part of those 
lands to any other objects, or, which is the same, any part of (he moneys arising from 
the sale of those lands, they can so apprapriste the whole, and totally defeat the abject 
of the donors, and destroy the very purposes for which the donation was given. The 
undersigned believe, that the pa--age of this bill is an appropriation of that donation, 
or of the moneys raised from the sale of it, -to the use of private individuals wko, un- 
fortunately for posterity end the world, became purchasers of those lands. ‘The dona- 
tion was given for the purpose of instilling the seeds of knowledge into the minds of the 
young and rising generation: the Legislature have appropriated it to swell the private 
fortunes of a few interested individuals, who have rendered n@ * public services” ta en~ 
title them to * exclusive privileges,” unless a fai-ure to comply with their contracts can 
be so considered. Sut ibe Constitution bas not rested with a negative provision, that 
the donation should not be applied to other objects; but has expressly required the Ge- 
neral A-sembly to “ take rffectual means for the improvement and permanent security of 


- the funds and endowmenrs”’ of the University. Jf the provisions of this b.ll, winch 


scatter those fands wit the sweep of a fell destroyer, is nota violation of this p-ovision 
of the Constitution, the undersigned are at a loss to knew what can amount ty a Violation. 

Jn the second place, ihe operation of the law will be uvequal and unjust. The uns 
dersigned believe, that in grantiog relief of this kind, the persoa who has shewa the’ 
greatest dispasition to comply with his contract is entitled to the first consideration. 
‘This bill, however, reverses the order of things, and totally excludes from any relief, ’ .. 
or benefit. the man who has panctually comphed mith his contracts, and made complete 
payment for his lands. The nearer, also, that tbe purchaser has approached to a com- 
pliance with his contract, the smaller is the besefit which he is to receive from the pro- 
posed relief. tis the man who has shewn no disposition to comply with bis contracis; 
who has piid notbing more than was barely snficirat to give bim poss ssion of the land, 
and has enjoyed the profits of it from six to ten years: it is him, and him alone, 
that is to reap this golden harvest, ” 

It is also partial an1 unjusi, idasm ich as it extends no relief to fhe putehasérs of the 
lower priced lands, the second and third classes, at twelve and eight dollars. The un- 
dersigned |believe that it is a fair presumption, yea, they believe that the knowledge of 
every man must convince him, taat the lower priced Janis have sald as much too high, 
in proportion, as.the high price lands. This bill extends those purchasers no relief. 
Na; their misforfanes are forgotten! They are generality poor men; none of the at- 
tractions of glittering wealth have appeared to plead their cause. 

Ta the next place; the undersigned believe that it is inexpedient and improper: it is 
calculated to-diminish the funds of the University to an alarming extent. 1t- effcis 
n son the prosperity of the institution wiil be disastrous in the extreme. Jt appears from 
the retura| of the agent of the Board of Tros:ees, that about seventy-seven quarter 
sections of land have sold at the price of seventeen dollars per acre, and upwards, 
which has raised a capital stock for the purposes of education, now well secured by, 
bond, and ja lien upoan the land, amounting to $216,030. Of this sum, theré is-due 
unon bonds $121,387 50 cents, and in judgments. $34.792 77 cents, making in all 
$156,177 27 cents, and a large amount in suit, which cannot now be ascertained. By 
the provisions of this bill, the whol of Gris debt is to be abandoned and given up to the 
debtors, “by their :elinquishing the Iand to the Tyistees; and this sum is to be totaliy 
and for ever lost to the University, excep! the meager amount which the lands which 
may be relinquished can now be sold for, And as any person has permission to relin- 
quish such part of his land as he may choose, the relicqnishments will all be made in 
such a madier as to destroy the value of the part relinquished to any other person, with 
a view to purchase it again for a pittance. This nadoubted fact, together with the 
ruinous mode of cultivation, and destruction of the timber, practiced upon the lands- 
for many years, with a view {o forfeiture or relinguishmeat, renders it tighly probable, 
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yea, almost certain, that the lands could not now be sold for more than one third of what, 
thev o.iginally sold for. Shou-d this be the case, which {he undersigned Hel:eye wül 
hardi be questioned, the University will sustaia a loss in its capital slack of something 
Ikke §1-0 000; the interest arising on this sum, acco'ding to the plan proposed by the 
Bard of Trustees, would educate one hundred students annually, free of any charge 
either for board or tuxttion. The pass-ge of ibis bil] has dried that source ‘to the very 
dregs. The cheering hopes of the vouth of oar county are now prostraled by one + 
North-western blow! The pleasantest features of the case present a fr ghifal view of 
` the exnediency of the measure, and a clear evidence of its injustice. This donation 
has been given for the benefit of the whole eommunity; but the petition of nineteen 
ied ideals bas given it a passport io a cume ‘from whence there is na re:urn,’ and 
_ pre-t=ded at ove b'ow an institution which bas been looked forward to with deep solici- 
fave asthe pride aad th g'ory of our State. , Richly endowed by the Genera} Govera- 
ment, and ifs :yods prodently managed, the University of Alabama was about to com- 
mence its opera.ions under ihe fondest hopes and the felicitating smiles of a grateful 
people. Its buildings erected. vicing mn convenience and beauty with any in tbe Union— 
its faculty chosen, and men of the first distinction in this nalion—iis ‘Trustees recom- 
mending to the General Assembly the adoption of a plan for the admission of students 
from every county of the Stite. free of any cnarge; all things consp.ring to elevate it 
to a proud disun tian anong the literary instiinuions of the present age. Bot, alas! the 
t day Star” of its glory bas set fori ver, and mouldering nirus may hereafter attract the.

Hodges against Charles W. Peters, judge of the County Court for Morgan county, 
with power to take testimony, and send for persons ‘and papers, and report the 
result of their investigations to the Senate, respectfully report—That after a careful 
examination of all the evidence adduced by the memorialist in support of his charges, 
as well as the evidence of the respondent, it has been proven to the satisfaction of 
your committee, that Dorothy Hodges, one of the minor heirs of Fleming Hodges, 
deceased, had been an inhabitant of Lawrence covnty, from the time of ber father’s 
death, up to the 10th of June, 1830, and lived during that period, by the consent 
of her guardian, Benjamin Cooper, with her brother, Asa Hodges; and thaf, on 
the said 10th day of June aforesaid, she left the House of the said Asa Hodges 
without the knowledge or consent of her guardian, aud came to Morgan county in 
company with George M. Echols, for the purpose of marrying him :_and, also, that 
Charles W. Peters, the respondent, did, on the aforesaid 10th day of June, go to 
the house of one Robert F. Houston, a distayce of eighteen miles from the Court- 
House of Morgan county, and did there, after phe hour of nine o’clock at night, 
withthe clerk of the Couuty Court, proceed to hold a special term, in vacation of 
the Orphans Court, and did thes and there permit the said Dorothy to choose the 
aforesaid George M. Echols as her guardian ; and upan sach, choice, did permit the 
said Echols to execute bond with security for such guardianship, and caused letters 
of guardianship to issue, which bear test of “ office iu Somerville this 10th day of

The establishment of these facts your committee 
believe, proves such a wilful neglect of duty, as requires the interposition of the

The undersigned, members of thg Senate of Alabama, who voted jn the minority 
upon coricurring in a report of the judiciary committee, on a preamble and resolution 
respecting a publication made by George W. Gayle, assistant secretary to the Senate, 
iù the Selma Courier of the 18th December last, avail themselves of the privilege se- 
cured by the Constitution, of shewing their constituents the reasons which influenced 
them in giving their votes. aa. a 

On the 11th December, a memarjal to the Congress of the United States asking a 
donation of lands to enable the State of Alabama lo connect the waters of the Coosa and 
‘Teunessee rivers, was under discussion in the Senate: several amendments were offered, 
and their merits discussed ; the policy of passing the memorial was also gone into. Mr 


: 


Abercrombie wee opposing the memorial, and supporting some amendments, which he ° 


alleged would make it less objectionable if adopted; and in the discussion made several 
speeches. Mr George W. Gayle, the assistant secretary of the Senate, made a sketch 
of what he pretended was the substance of ‘that gentleman’s speech, and caused it to be 
published in a newspaper called the Selma Courier, pending the question before the Le- 
gislature; and which publication the undersigned know to be a misrepresentation of the 
remarks used-by Mr Abercrombie jon that occasion. ‘This publicatioa-is evidently made 
to wound the feclings of that gentlemau, and bring him into contempt before his consti- 
tuents and before the public, and tad a direct tendency to excite his feelings and that of 
other members, and thus disturb that harmony so necessary in deliberative bodies to the 
promotion of correct results. Upon the appearance of the said publication, the gentle- 
man from Butler introduced a résolutiun in the Senate, stating, ‘that the aforesaid 
publication, tothe knowledge’and distinct recollection of the Senate, is widely different 
in substance and language from the remarks used by the Hon. James Abercrombie in the 
‘debate referred fo ;” and this resolution was referred to tha committee on the judiciary for 
‘ their report, a majority of whom reported that * the facts presented by the preamble pre- 

ceding the resolution, do not present such a case as will authorize the Senate to take 
cognizance thereof.” A majority bf the Senate having voted a concurrence in the report, 
the minority will here examine the correctness of their decision. The ground taken by 
ibe majority establishes the pringiple, that when a question is pending before the Legis- 
lature, its clerks or officers have a right to publish any falsehood whatever in relation to 


‘the public course of a member, and may publish the grossest misrepresentations of his _. 


speeches, with a view of bringing such member into ridicule and contempt before his 
constituents, and the House tojwhich he belongs; that this may be done to gratify the 
most malevolent and vindictive feeling; and that the House has-no power to protect a 
member of their body from such rudeness and insult, either by removing from the pre-- 
sence of their deliberations the/author of such mischief, or rendering it harmléss by say- 
ing to their constituents that such publication is untrue. oe, 
The undersigned believe that every deliberative -body has incidentally belonging tg 
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fr Crawford introduced a bill to be entitled an act for the benefit of cer: i , 
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it, by reason of its creation, power to presérve harmony in its deliberations, and to pre- 
vent interruption. Thè most inferior judicial tribunals have such power as will secure 
them from insult and contempt; and shall it be contended, that the legislative body, the 
highest tribunal known to oor institutions, charged with the care of all that is dear to 
the people, exercising the sovereign power of the whole State. is destitute of the power 
of protecting itself from contempt and insult, and that the character and feelings of its 
members lie-at the mercy of its clerks and officers, and subject to their malevolence ? 
Such construction would degrade in public estimation the character of this body. = > 

Can the judges of the several courts, for auy publications made within their jurisdic- 
tions, which is calculated to excite the publie mind in relation to a question pendiog 
before them, whether true or false, punish the authors, and yet the Legislature of the 
State not dare notice’ publications tending to detract from their character, disturb the 
quiet of their deliberations, and which are not true? ; 

We are of opinion, that such construction of our powers would leave us too feeble a 
body forthe solemn exercise of, that sovereignty which, through their Representatives, 
belong tothe whole people. We have, however, beep told by Mr Gayle, that if the 
exercise of this pawer is * attempted, it will move a spirit of inquiry amorg the people 
ihat will result in the determination that the Senate ıs not one of the judicial tribunals 
of the country.” We, however, entertain the opinion that this Senate, as well as other 
legislative bodies, for purposes of self-defence, possess a sufficiency of judicial power 
to protect itself from aggression; that “ no standing rule” of the House is needed to 
enable them to exercise such power; and that any contempt offered to a member whilst 
engaged in the duties of his constituents, is a contempt offered to the House, of which he 
forms a part; to the people, whom he‘represents; and that, if the offence is of such 
character as greatly to excite bis mind, and prevent his usefulaess to his constituents, 
the House has the power to prevent such interruption, and if is our duty to exercise it, 
by the adoption of such measures as will effect that object. E 

The minority are very willing that the proceeciugs here bad * shall move a spirit of 
inquiry among the people ;” and that they may determine upon the exercise of power, 
whether it will tend most to their good to give the clerks of the Legislature power to 
publish falsehood and misrepresentation respecting their members, and iotemupt the 
harmony of their deliberations, or to give the Legislature power to enforce good beba- 
viour. If, however, it is contended that this will prevent free luquiry among the people 
concerning our acts; and that the members themselves are too corrupt to publish all that 
ought to be known, still the right to misrepresent and pervert the truth would not find 
advocates; and although it is contended by Mr Gayle, that under the Constitution he 
has a right freely to write, speak ard publish his sentiments of the public conduct of mem- 
bers of the Legislature, being responsible for the abuse of that liberty, yet they believe 
that he has, in this instance, abused that liberty, by misrepresenting the course of a 
member of this body during its deliberations; and that he is responsidle to this House, 


- whose harmony he has disturbed. 


The minority are of opinion that the publication referred to, is a misrepresentation of 


, theremarks used by the Hon. JamesA bercrombie on the passage.of the said memorial; that

it was wantonly published by said George W. Gayle, assistant secretary to this Senate, 
for the purpose of bringing Mr Abercrombie into conlempt; and that this Senate have 
power to punish such imprudence, by censure or removal. ` 

The minority wonld nof willingly endanger individual rights or the rights of personal 
security and respectability ; nor do they believe that these rights are at all jeopardized 
by ‘the exercise of the power contended for; as the only cause of complaint which could 
arise, would be the imposing upon the malevolent and imprudent officers of the Legislature 
the necessity of belaying themselves decently whilst in the public employment. 

For these foregoing reasons, the undersigned voted agaiust a concurrence in the report 


-àf a majority of the committee on the judiciary.

For if this House has no.power to 
examine and form testimony, to learn and know whether an act was or was pot done inl 
ifs presence, any individaal may, in the actual presence of this House, publish the foul 
est and most malicious falsehocd iu relation to its proceedings, or the official act of one 
of ifs:members, if, in communicating the same te a distant editor, he is sufficiently 
guarded in the communication itself not to show it was actually done in our presence. 
As the officer of this House, Mr Gayle, so far as its proceediogs are to be considered, 
unless strictly within the line of his duty, should have been a mere automaton; he should 
have seen and heard, but should have been respectfully chent. Others, perhaps, say, 
we cannot punish, because there is ucthing in our Constitution and laws that confers 
that power.

Did the framers of our Constitution have any written law to authorize their 
investigating the act of any individual, and from that investigation to learn the cha- 
racter and quality of the act; and if upon such investigation, found to be a contempt, 
bad they the right to punish? They had no written law to authorize this proceeding : 
no gentleman, however, of this Hese, will deny they bad such power and such autho- 
rity. Where, then, did they derive it? Was it not a necessary concomitant ‘and 
auxiliary power from, their very nature and existence as a Convention? How were 
they to know whether a publication respectsng many of their own proceedings, or 
respecting a speech of one of their own members, in referring to the proceedings o 
iheir own body, was true or false, unless they had the power to investigate; and from 
its testimony}, learn its truth or its falsehood? Deny tbeir right to investigate in 
many instances, you deny their power to punish. Deny their power to punish in a 
solitary instance, and you deny their power to do and perform what they were chose; 
aud sent by the people fo do and perform, which was to give this State a Constitution. 
Does not the express grant of higher powers, necessarily draw after it the authority and: 
necessity of exercising these of a less, although not expressly granted? The authority 
and power of making laws, by which a community are to be governed, is the highest 
and most transcendant power of all others; then shall this House deny. or refuse itself 
the privilege of invesgating, aad if necessary to punish an act of one of its own officers, 
that has from its very nature a direct tendency to disturb the harmony of its deliberations? 
The Constitution expressly gives the Senate a power to expel one cf ils own members, 
Shall we then deny ourselves the power cf punishing one of its own officers, So far as 
I have progressed. my argaments are bottomed upon the presumption, that the commu- 
nication of George W. Gayle, the Assistant Secretary to this House of the 18th Decem- 
ber last, to the edstorof the Selma Conrier, is untrue; and that presumption is hypothé- 
tically uscd to elucidate my position. Here, however, I feel it my duly, as a member of 
this Senate, to stafe, that the communication, so far ag it relates to Mr Abercrambie, 


- a tissue of misrepresentation. What, then, has this Senate done by concurring in the 


report of the majority of the judiciary committee? They have virtually admitted a clerk, 
or any other officer of this House, may spread abroad, and publisicd, the most palpable, 
malacious and wicked falsehoods against one of their own body, in relation to his official 
capacity; and what is more absurd and dangerous than all, they say be shal) be prd- 
tected; and around him they will throw their wings of protection and cover.

To tbe Hon. Samuel B, Moore, President of the Senate, 
` Sin: The 22d section of our Bull of Rights gives to the citizen the privilege of apply- 
ing “to those invested with the powers of government, for redress of grievances or other 
purposes, by petition, address, or remonstrance.” | With all the respect which is due to 
the branch of the General Assembly oyer which you preside, I beg leave to present to that 
Hon. Body, through you, this thy remonstrance againet the unjust. and unconstitutional 
mode which Messrs Hubbard, Jackson, Irwin, Hemphill, Walthall, Garth and Morton 
have adopted to assail and injure my reputation. . eo 

They bave claimed the right of spreading upon the Journal, their reasons for voting. 

against the report of the judiciary committee on the subject of Mr Abercrombie’s specch 
in the discussion on {he Coosa Canal memorial. In thé exercise of that privilege, they 
have committed such an abuse of if, as to break down those barriers against encroach- 
ment, which the people intended as an impassible wall around the inestimable rightr to» 
the enjoyment of private PS a 
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I gave a sketch of the speech, which was published in the Selma Courier, and repre- ` 
sented Mr Abercrombie as referring to an act of Congress called the American System. 
That was made the occasion of the introduction of a resolution by the gentleman from Butr 
ler, declaring that it was widely different in substance and language from the remarks 
made br Mr Abercrombie. This resolution was referred to the judiciary committee who 
reported in substance, that it did not present such a case as would authorize the Senate 
to take cognizance thereof, in which report the Senate concurred by a vote of 13 {fo 8. 

Tt is obvious that the resolution presented no other question for the consideration of 
the Senate, than whether that body ought to adopt it, admitting the sketch was +t widely 
différent in substance and language” from the speech as delivered. 

The minority thought they ought, and they bave entered their protest against the de- 
cision of the majority, on the journal. 

Yo vindication of their vote, they bave a right to reason upon avy supposed state of 
facts, but nothing more. They question the correctness of the principle contended for 
by thé majority, and the widest latitude necessary for their purpose, is to suppose a misre- 
presentation in me, but not to assert it. The minority have established the principle, so 
far as their protest can establish it, that under the constitutional privilege cf entering 
their reasons upon the journal, they have a right to assail4be character ct any individual, 


in the community, though it be in no wise necessary to establish their positions or eluci- 
date their arguments. i 


Tt must be rememhered thata member of the General Assembly is not responsible in 
our courts, for avy acts done in bis representative character. Either House is the sole 
judge of such matters as would be proper for legislative action, and whatever is placed on 
the journal, forms a part of its proceedings, aod there js uo other responsibility than 
such as exists between the people and their representatives. This rule is necessary to 
the independence of the legislature, and without it there would be no security to the peo- 
ple in their civil rights. 

While the privilege secured to the minority of entering (heir reasons upon the journal 
should be preserved without restraint; yet the abuse of that privilege. as in this instance, 
is a dangerous and unwarrantable usurpation, and subversive of the protection which 
the constitution, extends to every cilizen. Tbe only mode in which this instrument is to 
be preserved in ite purity, is for each department of the government, lo more in its own 
proper orbit; for, wheaevera deviation is attempted in either, it abridges the free exer- 
cise of the powers of the others, and prevents them from extending to the citizen the 
protection which he has a right to claim. 

If a member of the Senaie is permttted to record upon the journal, whatever libelous 
matter zgaiust a citizen which bis malice may suggest, not being answerable, as I have 
shown, in our courts, thea the 14th article of our bill of rights is disregarded, and no per- 
son bas “remedy by due course of Jaw for an injury done"him in bis reputation.” Though 
Messrs Hubbard, Jackson, and others, have, without any necessity whatever, for any 
purposes of argument, thought proper to attempt to stamp my character with the seal 
of falsehood, and have thereby dose me a most essential injury ia my reputaton, yet, 
haying done this in their ‘yepresentafive character, I am shut out from all remedy by 
‘due course of law.” i j 

Bat this is not all—the first article of the declaration of rights, declares that all free 
men are equal in their rights. The course which these gentlemen have pursued will destroy, 
and has destroyed ‘this equality. They have plaeed themselves above the people, and 
have, in effect, declared that they, as rulers, are irresponsible for acts, for which all 
others, not members of the General Assembly, would be liable in a civil suit, of crimi- 
nal prosecution. Furthermore, the minority seem, sc bent upon my prostration and 
ruin, that they have totally disregarded the 29th section of the declaration of rights 
which secures to every person the righ of defendiog himself in any civil cause, in person 
or i3¥ counsel, i : 

Uyon the records of your Hon. Body, I stand condemned by the minority, without even 
the forms of trial; end althougli I have made a tender of niy proof, the humble privilege 
of offering it is denied me. 1 confess the inequality of this contest is very great. Seven 
Senators are arrayed against me. They have the power to oppress me by violating the 
solemn injunctions of the constitution. X bave no such power, They can boast of po- 
litical influence, of wealth, aud ali the conzequence which attaches to office. These things 
do not belong to me. In clic? them i am their inferior. Butin one respect I am their equal. 
Fam an bonest man—I have a character upon which I rely for my comfort and support in 
the community in which I live, aud cannot consent that it shall be thus despotically ani 
wnconstitutionally assailed without sending up to your Hon. Body, this my last and solema 
remonstrance. Very respectfully, G. W. GAYLE.

The Board of Trustees further report, that a minute detail of all the transactions of 
the Board can be better understood by a reference lo their journal, ta an examination of 
which they respectfully invite your honorable body. At the same time, they deem it in- 
cumbent on them to give a brief abstract of the subjects which have occupied their at- 
tention, or afforded matter for deliberation, since their last Annual Report. Early in 
the past year, the Building Committee, with the assistance of the superintendent, en- 
tered into contracts with different individuals, for the completion of the several collegi- 
ate buildings, (except the Rotunda,) all of which contracts have been severally comphed 
with, During the present sessioun of the Board, contracts have been let for the comple- 
tion of the Rotunda, and for enclosing the grounds around the buildings, the whole 
to be completed before the first.day of May next. Fora more explicit account of the 
transactions of the Building Committee, we would respectfully refer you to their Report, 
hereto annexed. 

The University edifices are now ready for the reception of students; and the Board 
confidently expect, at ao distant day, to see them crowded to overflowing, and the‘wholp 
in successful operation. - 

At the last annual meeting of the Board, an election was had for a President, and 
Professors for the institution ; with the result of which you have alssady been upprized. 
The geutlemea selected to fill the different chairs, were at an early period notified of 
their respective appointments; and requested to signify their willingness or uawillingaess 
to zccept of the chairs to waiss they have beeu elected. Dr Salconstall, Professor of 
Mathematics, and Dr Wallis, Professor of Moral Pbilesophy, accepted; and Dr. Linde- 
Jey, the President, and Mr Hooper, Professor of Lunguages, declined. Dering the jast 
summer, Dr King, who had been made Adjunct Professor of Chemistry, deported this 
life- By his deat: « yacancy has been created, which ibe Board do no: dcem ii expe- 
dient at this time to fill, In order to fill to the greatest possible advantage to the i- 
Serests of {the University, the vacsucies occasiese? by the refisel of Dr Lindsey 
and Mr Hooper to accept the chairs which they had been elected to; and to ensure the 
appoinicrest of a suitable and well qualified person to preside over the institation, and 
conde) aud direct its infant energies, a member of this Board (Mr J. G, Birney, -of 
Hlantryille} was appointed to visit the literary jastitutions of the acrihern and eastern 
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States, and ascerlain from themselves what distinguished Professors would be willing to 
attach themselves to the rising fortunes of onr University. Mr Birney, in obedience to 
his instructions, proceeded to the North, and discharged, to the entire satisfaction of 
the Board, the duties attendant vpon his misson. Early in the present session of the 
Board, they went into an election to fill the vacancies before-mentioned ; when Dr Alva 
Woods, President of the Transs ivana University, was chosen Proessor of Moral Phat 
losophy, aad President of the insti-ution; and Mr F. Wilder, of Virginia, Professor of 
Ancient Languages. TheiBoard possess am; le surety. in the distiuguished literary and 
scientific reputation of these gentlemen, that all will be done which zealous devotion 
and well cultivated talents of the highest order ran effect, to place tle Waiversity of 
Alabama. on that lofty eminence which they fondly hope it is destined to occupy among 
the literary institutions of cur country. Impressed with a beltef of its great atility and 
importance, the Board have taken measures to form a Museum for the University; and 
for that purpose have employed Mr M‘Millan, a Natoralist, 10 collect and prepare spe- 
cimens of natural history. Lhe same individual has, alo, utdertaken to cullect such 
antiquities of this State as may come within his knowledge. In this way. not only the 
natural history of our awa country may be collected in a few years, but, by a system of 
exchaszes with foreign institutions, many valuable specimens will be obtained from 
thence. This undertaking has already been commenced, and a considerable uumber of 
specimens prepared, which are now at the institution. We confidently hope, that the 
public will assist our views in this matter, by sending to the University any specimens 
of natural history or antiquitycs which may fall within their reach. 

The Board do not deem it necessary or proper, at this time, te advert to the caus for 
relief twat have been made upon them at various times by the purchasers of University 
lands; or of their project for the admission to the U iiversity, of a certam number of 
charity students annually, from each county, to be educated free of all expense; as your 
honorable body is already fully in possession of the views of the Board in relation to 
these vers interesting topics, . 

The Board of Frustees would be doing violence to their own feelings, and manifest 
an unpardonable indifference to the important trust delegated to them, were they at this 
time to refrain from indulging ia a few reflections on the flattering prospects of our infant 
institutien, and oa the great moral irfluence it is destined to exercise over our State. 

The period is rapidly approaching when its advantages will be felt and seen iu our 
Legislative Halls, at the Bar, oa the Bench, and in the Pulpit. With buildings erected 
on a scale commensurate with its means, which, for convenience of arrangement, purity 
and chasteness of design, will not suffer by a comparisoo with similar edifices in any 
part of the Union. Amply endowed by the munificence of the General Government, 
with a Presidest and Prolessors whose present reputation bespeak their future zeal and 
ability, @bat may we not reasonably expect from this child of our hopes? The sun of 
science will econ be seen rising in the wilderness, darting his rays through the forest to 
every cottage; and with their genial warmth, dissipating the cleuds of ignorance and 
prejudice which have so long overshadowed and darkened the face of our land. The 
streamsef fearniog which will flow from this fountain of knowledge, are net to be mo- 
nopolized and engrossed by the privileged few, to the exclusion of the many. 

By a wiee legislative provision, it is intended for the general good, to infuse new life 
and vigor through the moral and political body. The friendless and unprotected child 
of genius snd misfortune, will here drink at the Castaliao fount, with ihe pampered sons 
of Inxury and affluence. It would be an act of presumption in the Board, (nor is it here 
intended,) to attempt to adduce any new argument in favour of the system projected for 
the admission and Sducation of those, the narrowness of whose means would otherwise 
exclude them fer erer from the benefits of education. The superior blessings and ad- 
vantages of ao enlarged an liberal education, nose wiil have the hardihood, in this age 
of improvement, to doubt or deny. And upon the general diffusion of knowledge through 
the great mess of the population, will, in alf ages and in all countries, depend, in no 
small degree, the health and vigor of the body politic. The more you improve and en- 
lighten the public mind, the more secure you render it against insideous and ipflammatory 
machinations of the factious demagogue. ` ° ts 

Convinced of the truth of these remarks, would we be acting io good faith towards 
those who have placed us upon the watchtower of the Slate, that we should, with a vigi- 
lant and unsleeping eye, guard their rights and liberties, if we neglected to provide for 
the general body of the people the means of obtaining that ihformation by which those 
rights and liberties are secured and protected? The indiscriminate saving of money is 
neither wisdom nor economy. There are other gods more worthy of adoration than 
Mammon. There are cases when expenditure itself is economy. Who would applaud 
the wisdom of that commander who, when a fortress is about to be besieged, should pro- 
viđe neither ammunition nor provisions, lest they should cost money? How wise would 
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be the conduct of that Goverament which should neglect to provide those advantages 
the improvements of the age afford 3 which should neglect to place its country, in science 
or in arts, in peace as well as in war, upon an equality with all surrounding or with all 
rival nations? Measures, however purely pacific or intellectual—measures calculated 
to enrol our citizens among the benefactors of buman society, among" those who haye 
improved and elevated the human mind, seem generally to be the objects of vigilance and 
suspicion, cautiously investigated, slowly adopted. How readily have millions been 
lavished by almost every nation, every form of government, to desolate and destroy ! 
How reluctantly have thousands, we might say hundreds, been given to secure those 
acquisitions far more important than foreign conquests or military triumphs—those prin- 
ciples whizh can alone render conquest or triumph of any value! For, what creates 
national happiness ? what constitutes national glory ? Is it the mere exertion of pbysi- 
ca] force; the struggles of the animal man; the waste of human life? Alas! if these 
are the elements of glory, what family of the sayage Indian, what horde of the wander- 
ing Tartar, what tribe of the children of Ismael, what kraal or village of the Hotentot 
or ‘the Ethiope, would sot be illumined by its beams? When has man been found, ard 
permitted regulated passions, tempered ambition, and intellectual dictates to guide bis 
footsteps? And it is only in proportion as thesé powers which distinguish him from the 
rest of the animal creation are exercised, that he manifests his high station, that he as- 
sumes the rank allotted to him in the scale of creation. It is tational, not physical man, 
that guides, and governs,. and elevates, and dignifies the human race. It is rational, 
not physical, that aspires to Heaven. 

Tt was not Salamis—it was not Marathon or Platæa, that has perpetuated the name of 
Athens. What were the conquests or victories of Republican Greece, to those of At- 
tila. or Zinges, or Timour? It was that illustrious race whom shé reared in, or attracted 
to her schools, her temples, her academic groves; those who gave to immortality the 
breathings of poetry, the speculations of philosophy, the martial deeds of themselves, 
of their ancestors, and compatriots; sages who extended the powers of the human intel- 
lect, and threw a shadowy, yet enduring halo of glory around their country; that eadears 
her name, her language, her fortunes, even to the present hour. How greatly, then, 
should we feel idebted to these who, having the means, almost the destinies of the 
nation under their control, with true patriotism and wise economy, unmindful of local 
or temporary feelings, give to their country those institutions necessary for the intellec- 
tual improvement of her citizens; give to the rising genaratious those advantages which 
may make them worthy of their country. These are benefactions which posterity shall 
adknowledge. These are the acts which shall give to national character that lustre no 
other services can bestow: will give*to patriotism thése motives for inculcating the love. 
cf country, which patriotism may be proud to employ. n 

Neither let it be said,, that these aids have not been hitherto required to raise up iHus~ 
trious men, who have exalted the character of the land that gave them birth, and whom 
that land now remembers with gratitude and respect. Let not solitary examples of mo~ 
ral greatness deceive us Even of uncommcn minds, if transcendaat talents, can some- 
times pierce through the darkness with which ignorance, and neglect, and perhaps pọ- 
verly bas enshrouded them; if they sometimes burst upon on admiring or an astonished 
world, awing, overpowering, consuming,—these are not the exhibitions of genius we re- 
quire. Even if these portentous visions prove beneficent, they suit us not. Their ex- 
ample is illusive—it misleads mankind. It is not the; meteor fire glaring through cur 
atmosphere, we wish to see, but a steady and enduring light. We want not in our sys- 
tem a sun dazzling and obscuring all lesser mbs by iis refulgence; but a diffusion of 

‘similar and nearly equal luminaries, like the bright firmament of night, where, although 
one star may differ from another star in glory, yet no one beams with overpoweriog 
lustre, no one conceals the order and regularity of the system, no one interrupts or dis- 
turbs the harmony of the scene. f : 

Yet even in other respects these examples are deceptive. For it ts only or principally 
in those cases when man is to be controlled and governed; in those cases where mental 
energy and sagacity must be promptly and vigorously exercised, that uutried and un- 
trained talents have been developed. And no one doubts that their effects would have 
been greater, their influence more beneficial, if their sphere of observation had been 
more extended; if such minds had been permitted to enlarge and correct their own vie ws 
by the examples and recorded wisdom of kindred spirits. 

Butin knowledge which consists in the accumulation of observations, “opinions, and 
facts, who can travel through the maze of science, unaided and alone? wha can dispense 
with the labours of those who have preceded him? who could take up, as an unkoown, 
unstudied book, the great volume of nature, and acquire in the term of homan life even 
an imperfect reading? What strength of mind, what sagacity, can compensate the 
want of collateral assistance? What architect can build without materials, 
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The time, the talents of thousands have been for ages devoted to science. ‘We should 
be acquainted with all their discoveries; we should be placed upon the same elevated 
level with our contemporaries, before we can join advantageously or fairly in their efforts, 
and become companions in their triumphs; before we can accurately determine what 
portions of the great fabric of science are imperfcet or defective; what portions invite 
our research; in what sections exertions and attention are wanting; when that would 
be superflueus. In those labours the lofty and aspiring mind of man delights to engage, 
whether stimulated by interest or cuncsily, cr excited by an ardent desire to look beyond 
himself; to understuend the laws and arrangements of that system to which he finds him- 
self connected; to converse with wisdom: to become. familiar with the manifestations 
of power; to view with an eye of intelligence as well as admiration the unfailing exhi- 
bition of beautr, magnificence, ead order. f 

It is in employments and moments like this, that the mind seems ta disfranchise itself 
from tie shackles of jls material freme ; <o disencumber rtself from the dross of mortality ; 
to fees the overshadowings and inspirations of a purer and a lofuer spirit. It is then that 
man- pants to place the impress of greatness and duration, the seal of immortality, on all 
that surronnds him; to iacorporate himself with the scenes and events Ibat pass along ; 
to live not for the present hour, but for the ages and generations that are to come. Ard, 
however, to the inert or the unfeehnog, to the egotist, or sensualist, these aspirations may 
appear absurd or idle, such is the condition of our existence, that nothing great, nothing 
worthy or breathisg of immortality, can be expected from the individual or the nation, 
whose views never soar beyuad the wants, the enjoyments, the desires of the present 
hour. Man lives more than he is aware of for posterity ; and often his greatest enjoy- 
ments are derived from the pursuit and accomplishment of those objecis which, while - 
they scatter blessings around the present generations, pramise, perhaps ensure benefits 
ta distantages. He builds temples that a juture race may worship; creates institutions 
where another age shall Le instructed; frames laws and constitutions by which they 
shail be guided and protected; rears monuments that shall testify to them bis triumphs 
and improvements. And posterity repays them with the tribute of respect and venera- 
tion, (be undying name, the deep feeling of admiration which departed greataess always 
inspires. Even inanimate objects revive the strong impressions which {he mind re- 
ceives from the remembrance of the deeds of the ages which Leye passed away, as they 
testify to the power and the grandeur of the mighty, who baye fallen. Who can walk 
amidst the ruins of Egyrtian Thebes, and not remember and teel, even now, the power 
aud magmificence of the race that erected her stupenduoys fabrics? Who can wan- 
der amongst the mouldering ruins of classic Greece without recaling the visions 
of her greatness, the memory of her sages and her chiefs, the talents of those 
gifted men whose productions are even now the admiration cf mankind? But who in- 
quires where the Tarter or the Arab last pitched his tent? Who cares where the savage 
of the forest builds his occasional wigwam? It 1s thus that the memory and character of a 
country becomes identified with the 1tellectual powers and employ ments o! her offspring, 

And shall we, who are certainly not incurious as to the coucerss of this werld, be in- 
different to the republic of letters? - Must we be so engrossed in the language and 
soncerns of business that we canuot Jisten to tue language of poetic inspiration? And 
must we forever and unceasingly be deafened by the din of congressional rivalries? Ja 
there between the rebukes aud acclamations of partizans and the fot warfare of canvass 
for office, no happy moment of tranquillity in which the genius of learning may raise her 
humble head feariessly, and be respected, and the pursuits cf contemplative life be 
ehcered by the free expression of general approbation, and quickened isto excellence 
` by the benignity of an attentive nation? 

We have had to struggle thus farinto aur prlitical existence, without the assistance 
of a great State Kterary institution; but we have pow the promise of one: and Jet its 
frst fruits, as the literary character of {he country is developed, resemble our politica] 
institutions 10 Eberalty, and be dissemminated *throughoat the remotest corners of our

A message from the House of Representatives by mr Tunstall: | Mr 
President--Tbe House of Representatives have read three several timey 
and passed a bill which originated in the Senate, entitled an act to enable 
the State of Alabama to sell and dispose of certain lands therein named. . 

Mr Powell, from the joint committee on enrolled bills, reported as correctly _ 
‘prolled, an act to prondibit the clerks of the circuit and county courts of 
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Tuscaloosa county4rom taxiùg in the bill of costs a county tax on judge- 
ments rendered in favor ofthe Bank of the State of Alabama. 

An act to incogporate the President and Trustees of the Tuscaloosa Fe- 
male Academy, and for other purposes; and, an act for the relief of Wil- 
liam Jones, tax.collector of Lawrence; which were accordingly signed by 
mr President, 

Mr Hubbard, from the special committee to which was referred, joint

A message from the House of Representatives by mr Tunstall, their clerk: 
Mr President—The House of Representatives have adopted the following 
resolution: Resolved, that the clerk of this House inform the Senate that 
they have disposed of the business before them, and will be ready to adjourn 
sine die at 10 o'clock, 

Mr Perry having been called to the chair, mr Jackson offered the follow- 
ing resolution: Resolved unanimously, thal the prompt, impartial and digni- 
fied manner in which the Hon. Samuel B. Moore has discharged his duties 
in presiding over our deliberations during the present session, entitles him 
to an expression of the approbation and respect of this Senate. 

- -Mr President having resumed hisseat, arose and addressed the Senate in 
the following manner: 

Gentlemen of lie Senate—We have approached the termination of a ses- 
sion somewhat neccessarily ‘protracted ; we are about to separate, and return 

-to our constituents, who delegated to us the right of sitting here as mem- 
bers of the most important department of their State government. To re~ 
turn to them with the approbation of a good conscience, is a consolation 
which each member had the power to obtain for himself; “and I have no 
doubt-but eagh one feels an innate conscriousness of having discharged the 
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` duties of his station with the zeal of an honest representative, and advocate 
ef the rights ofan honest and confiding people. But though the approbation 
of a good conscience be the first boon of Heaven, yet we cannot but desire 
that we also have the approbation of the people who gave us their confi- 
dence. To obtain this; is more difficult and uncertain ; the best motives of 
the heart are sometimes misconstrued, and characterized with the maligni- 
ty of having proceeded from the corruptest sources ; and sometimes, that 
act of the statesman which is calculated to produce the best effects in social 
policy is misunderstood and condemned to the downfall of its author. But 
to him who dies faithful there is a promise of a favorable resurrection in na- 
tural life; which is not only always true in national, but I think, generally 
so in political life. The right of some of us to occupy seats in this cham- 
ber, will have terminated before another regular session of the legislature ; 
and it is the glorious distinguishing characteristic of our government, that 
we have to account to our constituents for the manner in which we have 
discharged the trust which they have heretofore confided to us; and it is 
true, unless we account to their satisfaction, we cannot expect again to ob- 
tain their suffrages. Occnrrences of business may interfere, and make this 
our last meeting in this capacity. '@ Death may interpose and prevent ano- 
ther interview in our capacity. But though this should be the termination ` 
of the last interview on earth, I am consoled in some degree, with knowing 
that I entertain feelings of friendship and high regard for each member of 
the Senate, and believe that those feelings are reciprocated ; and that they 
are mutual amognst.themselves. I eatertain unspeakable gratitude, gentle- 
men, for your kind indulgence to me, in the discha¥ge of the duties of pre- 
siding officer. Lacknowledge the friendly aid of your experience in the de- 
termination of questions of difficulty ; not forgetting the able and prompt. 
assistance which [ have received from mr Secretary. And, gentlemen, ac- 
cept from me feelings which I cannot express, for the introduction and unani- - 
mous adoption of a resolution approving the manner in which I have dis- 
charged the duties ofthe chair which Iam about to leave. It is the proud- 
est connexion of my character. 
On motion of Mr Powell, the Senate adjourned without day.
